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A  Pre-Election  Survey:  Why  Princeton's  Districts  Vote  as  They  Do 


When  vou  vote  Tuesday,  you'll 
vote  in  vour  own  Election  District. 
lis  candidates  and  party  workers 
will  tell  you,  each  District  has  its 
own  unique  character,  and  more 
importantly,  its  own  perculiar  mix 
of  Democrats.  Republicans  and, 
Princeton  being  the  town  it  is.  in- 
dependents. 

Borough  District  1,  for  example, 
is  a  University  district  and  strong- 
ly Democratic  incorporating  Uni- 
versity Place,  Dickenson,  the 
dorms;  in  fact,  die  Democratic 
committeeman  is  a  student.  Actu- 
ally, the  percentage  of  student  reg- 
istered voters  isn't  large 
politically  active  students 
vote  absentee,  in  home-towns. 

District  2  has  "mure-  PhDs  than 
anv  district  in  the  O.S.,"  accord- 
ing to  one  party  worker.  Voters  rent 
University  housing  on  FitzRan- 
dolph  and  Broadmead,  and  houses 
the  University  has  bought  on  Mur- 
ray Place.  Turnover  here  is  verv 
high,  as  faculty  move  off  to  Har- 
vard or  wherever,  and  voter  regis- 
tration lists  are  almost  always  out 
of  date.  Its  a  Democratic  district: 
Republicans  didn't  even  have  com- 
mittee people  here  for  some  years 
In  District  3,  the  Borough  has  a 
mix  of  suburban  commuters  and 
skilled  workers  and  one  campaigner 
calls  it  the  most  cosmopolitan  dis- 
trict in  the  Borough.  On  Erdman 
Avenue  and  Ewing,  Hamilton  and 
Harriet  Drive  and  parts  of  Snow- 
den,  live  members  of  the  police 
force,  lawyers,  plumbers,  doctors, 


dentists  and  many  life-long  Princc- 
tonians  who  are  volunteer  firemen. 
Sometimes  known  as  a  bellwether 
district,  it  tends  to  vote  Repub- 
lican  at  the  local  level,  although 
it  went  Democratic  last  vear,  a  vic- 
tors- scar  for  Borough  Democrats.

By  virtue  of  a  decision  of  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Superior  Court,  your 
pharmacist  is  now  required  to  keep  a  drug  profile  record  of  your  medication. 
Many  pharmacies  have  been  keeping  such  a  record  long  before  a  regulation 
of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  made  it  mandatory,  because  a  patient  profile  record 
system  can  save  time,  discomfort,  or  a  life. 

Today,  many  patients  see  two,  three  or  a  half  dozen  different  practitioners 
of  the  medical  arts,  all  of  whom  are  licensed  to  prescribe  medication.  Fre- 
quently for  one  reason  or  another,  these  practitioners  are  not  aware  of  medica- 
tion which  has  been  prescribed  by  another  doctor.  Sometimes  two  different 
drugs  will  conflict  with  one  another;  sometimes  one  drug  will  increase  the 
action  of  another.  Some  foods  will  interfere  with  the  desired  action  of  a  drug 
prescribed  for  you.  Some  over-the-  counter  "home  remedies"  will  enhance  or 
reduce  the  action  of  a  prescription  drug.  Some  people  are  violently  allergic 
to  certain  drugs  (e.g.,  penicillin). 

Therefore,  it  is  vitally  important  that  your  physician  knows  what  medication 
you  are  taking  precribed  by  another  practitioner,  and  it  is  equally  important 
that  your  pharmacist  knows  it,  too,  plus  any  allergic  reactions  you  may  have 
had  to  foods,  drugs,  alcohol,  etc
